WASHINGTON, June 7.—Whole- 
sale transfers to Great Britain and 
France of army and navy ma- 
terials, including airplanes and 
guns, with private companies as 
intermediaries, were announced to- 
day by President Roosevelt at his 
press conference. 


MAB Asked if the current transfers 


would include destroyers, Roose- 
velt replied that that question had 


not been taken up. 

The President made it clear that 
only the latest equipment would be 
withheld from the Allies, but he 
asserted that airplanes and guns 
go out of date darned fast. 

When this observation caused 
general laughter from the corre- 
spondents, the President replied 
that this was actually true and 
cited the fact that very few of the 
navy bombers have bullet-proof 
gasoline tanks and armored pro- 
tection for the flyers. He said he 
could not state how many  air- 
planes would be eventually trans- 
ferred to the Allies, beyond point- 
ing out that the latest approved 
transfer involved 50 warplanes. 
hese have been brought together 
at Buffalo, presumably for ship- 
ment to Canada. 

He cautioned reporters not to 
worry about confidential equip- 
ment, declaring that all confiden- 
tial devices would be kept confi- 
dential.

Soissons were ‘‘wiped out.’’ 


PARIS, June 7 (AP).—The 
Germans attacked violently 
late today in the center of the 
Somme front, north of Soissons 


jin the Oise Valley leading to 


Paris. 

This heavy assault on Gen, 
Maxime Weygand’s strongly- 
defended center positions was 
disclosed tonight by the War 
Ministry spokesman, 

The Germans also renewed 
their attacks on the French 
right flank along the Aisne 
River northeast of Soissons. 

Toenight’s communique indi- 
eated the Germans were suffer- 
ing heavy losses. 

The French reported their 
lines generally were holding 
under the order of Gen. Wey- 
gand to his troops to ‘‘hold 
tight to the soil of France.’’ 
Premier Reynaud, reviewing 
the military situation before 
the Senate Army Commission, 
said ‘‘there is reason to have 
confidence in the development 
of operations now under way.’” 

After pouring in heavy artillery 
fire, the Germans tried to force a 
passage south from the region of 
the Chemin-des-Dames, the spokes- 
man said, but were repulsed. 

The Chemin-des-Dames 
prises the ridges between 
Ailette and Aisne rivers. 


Fighting All Along Front. 
Violent fighting still raged all 
along the battle front from the sea 
to the Aisne. Tanks still led the 
German offensive, with infantry 
swarming in behind. 

Many more Nazi tanks, in addi- 
tion to 400 already reported 
smashed, were declared to have 
been destroyed by the French. Dive 
bombers were reported to be drop- 
ping out of action. 

Soissons, in the Oise Valley, it- 
self is about 65 miles northeast of 
Paris. 

The night French communique: 
“Our troops are resisting with 
bravery against an enemy which 
without counting its losses again 
threw forward new masses. 

“On the Aisne the adversary un- 
leashed violent bombardments. He 
tried to cross the river east of 
Soissons, Elements which passed 
the left bank were wiped out. 

The German flanking maneuvers 
were aimed at the eastern and 
western ends of the active 125-miie 
section of the 200-mile front stretch- 
ing through northern France from 
the Maginot line to the sea. 

It is this 125-mile stretch of na- 
ture-buttressed defenses, north of 
Paris, which had been called the 
Weygand line, although the aged 
generalissimo has organized the po- 
sitions along the length of the 200- 
mile northern front.

Wendell L. Willkie, utility execu- 


dential nomir “-n, told an audi- 
ence of 2000 at Municipal Opera 
House last night that it was time 
for the Unite. States Gov....ment 
to “stop prov ing spinach and 
bunk, and begin providing jobs.” 
He promised that, “if I am nomi- 
nated and elected, I’m going to give 
jobs, not conversation.” 

Jobs were a matter of vital in- 
terest to many in the audinece, as 


the meeting was sponsored by the 
Co-operative Employment Council, 
job-fin¢ine organization. Wage- 
workers and unemployed persons 
formed the greater part of the 
downstairs gathering, and were vep- 
resented by the line of mer and 
romen seated on the stage. Busi- 
ess men and politicians, who had 
eard the candidate earlier in the 
day, sat in the front rows of the 
balcony.

Under the Spotlight. 


The screen figure faded, spot- 
lights were turned on the stage, 
and there in the center, on his feet 
and needing no further introduc- 
tion, was Willkie, ready to go on 
with the recital which he had be- 
gun on the sound track. 

Anecdotes filled the few minutes 
of necessary time-killing before th 
speaker’srado perod began at 9:30 
Then, after the audience had sent 
a minute’s applause over the air, 
he got down to his job, and to the 
discussion of jobs for his hearers. 
He began with a reference to 
Winston Churchill’s grim inaugu- 
ral as Prime Minister, when 
Churchill told the British people 
that he could offer them “nothing 
except blood, tears, toil and sweat.” 
Such frank truths, the speaker said, 
were better than the “fair promises’ 
which have been too much in the 
mouths of political leaders on both 


“We have been promised work,” 

said. “We have been promised 
prosperity. We have been promised 
a balanced budget. The economic 
theorists have been teaching us 
new theorie. . . . Not one of these 
Promises has been fulfilled. Not 
one of these theories has worked.” 
He went on to call the seven years 
of the Roosevelt administration 
“the Age of Illusion.” 

He went on to argue that the 
Promises which have been given 
were worthless, because the philoso- 
phy behind them, “emanating chief- 
ly from Washington,” was a false 
Philosophy. “The Brain Trust was 
& myth,” he said, “for to have such 
an institution, you must have 
brains, and trust.” 

There was applause when Willkie 
declared his belief that “the people 
don’t really think what the dope- 
sters think they think.” He applied 
his to the popular reception of 
S own candidacy. “I have been 
told,” he said, “that because I was 
the president of a big utility hold- 
hg company (Commonwealth & 
Southern Corporation) I had better 
keep my mouth shut But I have 
been talking a lot, and a good many 
People have been listening, as you 
are doing. I don’t care whether 
you like it or not, but I want to 
get it over to you.” 


“Real Sense of Humility.” 
A little later, Willkie was con- 
ing that, as an employer, he

“We must not promise jobs,” he 
said, “unless we turn industry 
loose to make jobs. We must not 
express sympathy for the unem- 
ployed, and then tax profits so out- 
rageously that money will not flow 
into new industries to make new 
jobs.” . 

Changing the theme to national 
defense, he continued: “We must 
not say that .we have a good army, 
when statistics prove otherwise. 
We must not imply that industry 
and Government arsenals are 
equipped to arm us quickly, when 
the facts are otherwise. We must 
not allow people to think that the 
huge job of defense can be accom- 
plished for a few billion dollars, 
when it will actually cost 10 times 
a few billion dollars.” 


By Interviews and Radio. 


He said nothing of specific meas- 
ures to’ be proposed to Congress. 
Earlier in the day, in interviews 
and a radio talk, he had touched 
on agriculture and monetary meas- 
ures. 

“Let us recognize the fact that 
one man’s loss is another man’s 
loss, and one man’s gain is another 
man’s gain,” Willkie said. “Let us 
ask our Government, in the light of 
this principle, to regulate our af- 
fairs in such a way as to help peo- 
ple to work together, rather than 
pitting them against each other.

FRENCH AERIAL CANNON 
HIT TOP OF NAZI TANKS 


Shells, Which Explode on 
Slightest Impact, Said 
to Be Effective. 


PARIS, June 7 (AP).—The 
French are proud of the aerial can- 
non and their famous “75s,” field 
pieces which fire shells about three 
inches in diameter, for their per- 
formance against the Nazi tanks. 

The aerial cannon are bolted to 
plane motors on each side and fire 
through the radius propellers, a 
throwback to the World War in 
which was developed thc machine 
gun synchronized to shoot between 
the propeller blades. These are 
fixed guns, aimed by pointing the 
plane, 

The new aerial guns, firing ex- 
plosive projectiles instead of mere- 
ly bullets, were perfected in France 
by French, Swiss and American en- 
gineers., 

The shells, exploding on impact 
with the tops of the tanks, rend the 
comparatively thin armor plate 
there and are said to kill all the 
crewmen, 

Before each batch of shells is ap- 


through sheets of paper. If the 
slight impact with the paper fails 
to detonate the shell the whole con- 
signment is refused. 

Germany at one time was offered 
rights to production of such cannon 
and shells, but turned them down 
on the ground that they had not 
been perfected. 

Now these weapons and _§ shells 
have been turned against Germany. 
A military spokesman said _ that 
they are the “No. 1 enemy” of the 
tank.

To put the matter more plainly, 
the two countries confront each 
other across the vast expanse of 
the Pacific, each having taken a 
position where untoward circum- 
stances or an uncalculated overt act 
might plunge both of them into a 
prolonged and exhausting struggle. 
In such a struggle neither Japan 
nor the United States would be 
serving its vital interests. Both 
nations would be sacrificing them.

So, in one of the stuffiest and dullest pre-conven- 
tion Republican campaigns in history, Willkie, until 
recently a rank outsider in the reckoning, has opened 
the windows and let in some air. 

The Willkie boom is unorthodox from a number 
of standards. He is not a politician and has never 
been in politics. He is the president of a huge pub- 
lic utility corporation, an industry which has been 
No. 1 in unpopularity in recent years. He frankly 
admits that he used to vote the Democratic ticket and, 
finally, on the eve of the convention, he is practically 
empty-handed so far as delegates are concerned. For 
these reasons, he is, from the usual political point of 
view, a horse of the darkest hue. 

Yet with all these political handicaps, the Willkie 
boom is growing fast and, if the politicians do not 
sense this, they are making a mistake. The rank- 
and-file Republicans have at last found in Willkie 
a man who captivates their imagination and arouses 
their enthusiasm. Compared with the spontaneous 
Willkie boom, the Dewey candidacy seems more than 
ever synthetic, while Taft appears drab and dull. 

F. D. R. is partly responsible for the rise of Re- 
publican interest in Willkie, since the President has 
accustomed the country to the idea of dramatic, fast- 
moving leadership and to the ability of such leader- 
ship to express itself daringly and eloquently. Hard- 
ing, Coolidge and Hoover simply did not belong in 
this league. Rank-and-file Republicans have ap- 
parently little confidence in their ability to win 
next November unless they can present a candidate 
who, like Willkie, can match some of Roosevelt's 
flair for popular appeal. 

There is much the country has to learn about 
Willkie. At present, he seems to be the most able 
spokesman for the conservative point of view that 
has been discovered since Ogden Mills. In the field 
of accomplishment, he can present a successful career 
as a business executive, though his boast that he 
has done far better in his administration of the 
Commonwealth & Southern than Roosevelt has done 
with the administration of the United States Gov- 
ernment is hardly worthy of a person of Willkie’s 
dialectical skill. .The two jobs are not comparable. 

At any rate, the politicos who will soon gather in 
Philadelphia must be in a terrific state of perplexity 
as the Willkie boom rises in intensity and threatens 
to upset all of the careful pre-convention planning.

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COAL DEALERS ON THE ROLL OF HONOP. 
Following the example set by the Merchants Ice 
& Coal Co., six St. Louis coal firms yesterday joined 
the Anti-Smoke Roll of Honor.

But they will also find in the long run that 
all business will reap a harvest of benefits from the 
new era of civic life which is now coming to St. Louis. 
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A SUBSTITUTE FOR TUNG OIL. 
In the search for New World products to replace 
those cut off from the United States by wars in the 
Old World, a fortunate development is the discovery 
that Brazil can offer an apparently satisfactory sub- 
stitute for tung oil. This product, imported in large 
quantities from China until the Japanese blockade 
was clamped down. is an essential in the manufac- 
ture of high-grade paints and varnishes, of linoleum, 
plastics, etc. Its quick-drying, crack-resisting and 
waterproofing properties are considered invaluable 
for those purposes. 
The tung tree has been introduced in some South- 
ern states, but thus far, domestic sources supply only 
1 per cent of this country’s requirements. Now an- 
other species of nut, the oiticica of Northeastern 
Brazil, has been found to yield an oil possessing al- 
most exactly the same qualities. In an article re- 
porting the discovery, Business Week says, “It looks 
so good that tung oil may never regain its domina- 
tion of the market.” 
A great difficulty in seeking to increase trade with 
Latin America is the fact that many of our neighbors’ 
agricultural products compete with our own. It is 
impossible, of course, for this country to sell manu- 
factured goods in South America if it does not at 
the same time buy products from that country. The 
Brazilian substitute for tung oil not only provides 
a supply unlikely to be cut off by the aggressor na- 
tions, but furnishes a basis for mutually beneficial 
trade. And trade is the best basis of all for building 
the unity that is the goal of Western defense. 
Among the great and relatively unexplored re- 
sources of Latin America, there must be other suit- 
able substitutes for products formerly supplied by 
the warring countries. These have been neglected 
in the past. Bolivian tin mines are far less de- 
veloped than those of far-off Malaya. South America, 
original home of the rubber tree, has permitted Asi- 
atic producers to outdistance its own. The scientist 
and the industrial engineer, helping discover and 
develop such resources, can help consolidate the New 
World’s economic and military defenses. 
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CAN THYSSEN BE RIGHT? 


A lot of people will find comfort in the prediction 
of Fritz Thyssen, exiled German industrialist, that 
Hitler is bound to lose in the end, because: he had 
not adequately prepared for the Gupendous cam- 
paign he is now waging. It maybe argued that 
Thyssen, as one of Germany’s biggest business men, 
close friend and financial backer of Hitler in the be- 
ginning, ought to know what he is talking about.

We have said that no nation can be held 
in subjection forever or even for a long 
period but this again is wishful thinking. 
Why can it not be: if sufficiently brutal 
methods are used? What is there mechan- 
ically impossible about putting every man 
and woman with a university education or 
who pays income tax against a wall and 
shooting them?

N his new pamphleteering book, “A For 

eign Policy for America” (Alfred A. Knopf, 
New York), Charles A. Beard elevates the 
doctrine of aloofness from Europe's wars 
from the plane of instinctive reaction to the 
level of an integrated political and eco 
nomic policy. 

As a name for the policy which he de 
velops, Dr. Beard rejects the term “‘isola- 
tionism” as narrow and misleading and 
coins the word “continentalism.” By this, 
he signifies a willingness to promote con- 
merce and intercourse with nations of the 
Old World, but combines it with a steadfast 
resolution to have no part in their shifting 


alliances or their wars. and to limit their 
activity in the Western Hemisphere.

ism,” the author says, referring to Washing- 
ton, Jefferson and Adams, 
vidious discrimination on account of forms, 
ideologies, morals or religion.”

ASE P-160: John, aged 7 mentally, was a mature man in 
C physical development. He was an inmate of a state institu- 

tion for the feeble-minded, and has been admirably de- 
scribed by one of America’s pioneer psychologists, Prof. H. H. 
Goddard of Ohio State University. 
One morning John came down to 
the barns and bluntly said he 
wasn’t going to do any plowing 
that day. The supervisor, of 
course, could have compelled him 
to harness his horses and get his 
plow in action, but he didn’t. In- 
stead, he expressed sympathy and 
concern over the condition of 
John’s health. He urged John to 
go back to the house and to bed, 
so that he would get better more 
quickly, for they didn’t have any- 
body who could plow as straight 
a furrow as John. They couldn't 
get along without him, nor did they want to send out another 
man with John’s team and plow, for the other man couldn’t 
do as good a job. But John stayed around the barns. A little 
later the supervisor again urged him to go to bed if he didn't 
fee] well, for they needed a good man like him. Still John re- 
mained. When for a third time the supervisor urged him in like 
manner, John said he wasn’t going to bed. He felt better. 
He was going to plow. 
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ALL DAY LONG he trudged behind his plow, whistling at 
his job and cutting every furrow just as neatly as he possibly 
could. There was no resentment in his mind. He didn’t sulk 

hand pout or do a careless job. What produced his remarkable 
change in John? It wasn’t a tangible stimulus like ice cream 
and cake, or a new suit of clothes, or even a shiny new pocket 
knife. It was simply a few sentences uttered within his hearing. 

Those few sentences had no market value in dollars and 
cents nor could they be carried around and shown to other 
workers. They were just little puffs of air that struck John’s 
eardrums. But they were very special puffs of air. They were 
comprehensible words which conveyed an important compliment 
to John. They meant that he was superior in some line of 
work; that he was a desirable man in the eyes of his boss. 
They inflated his ego or vanity.

SINCE JOHN has the mentality of but a 7-year-old child, 
you can readily see how effective praise can be with children. 
Too often we adults bark orders in military fashion, or scold 
and nag and criticise. Such behavior on our part never pro- 
duces the delighted, expansive feeling which John enjoyed. Criti- 
cism deflates our pride and makes us angry, resentful, or pout- 
ing. We thereafter dislike the job and the boss, though we may 
be compelled to go through the motions of working. We shrink 
and hide under scolding, but expand and delight in our work 
when we receive commendation. It works this way with chil- 
dren as well as with adults, and with husbands as well as 
wives. Try it out as an experiment. Send a dime and long, 
stamped, self-addressed envelope to Dr. Crane, care St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, for the application blank and rules for the 
“Compliment Club.”

The trouble 
is they keep you wide awake for an 
hour or two, then they put you to 
sleep with a bang, and then you 
wake up in about four or six hours 
—and I mean, you wake up—with 
a bang. Without them you add 
about two hours of nice dozing that 
is probably the best part of the 
night’s rest.

Teach Yourself to Swim 


This is the twelfth of 14 articles 
on swimming by Miss Bleibtrey, for- 
mer Olympic and World Freestyle and 
Backstroke champion. 


ODAY we will combine the 
T turning of the head and breath- 

ing with the erm stroke. Face 
the opposite side of the pool pre- 
paratory to walking across as you 
did while practicing the arm mo- 
tions. Take a breath, bend over 
at the waist and submerge your 
head. Have both arms extended 
in front of you ready to take your 
strokes. If you are turning to- 
ward the left side to inhale, pull 
your left arm down through the 
water exhaling at the same time. 
Keep the drive and the exhaling 
within the count of three. 

At the.end of the under-water 
drive, turn your head to the left 
side as practiced previously, and 
inhale as soon as the mouth is 
clear of the water. Although your 
head remains on the side for the 
counts of five and six, get the air 
in as soon as possible after turn- 
ing. When the left arm has recov- 
ered through the air and is ready 
to pull again for another stroke, 
turn the head back under water 
for the second exhaling. Walk 
across the pool repeating your 
stroke and inhaling and exhaling 
on every stroke. Keep everything 
moving in rhythm by counting as 
explained. Practice this until all 
the movements fall in line auto 
matically and tHere is no diffi- 
culty regulating the breathing to 
the timing of the stroke. 

If you are turning correctly the 
ear and a half of the back of the 
head will be resting in the water. 
The head must not be raised up 
when you turn to the side to 
breathe. You will also be looking 
backward toward the hand which 
has just left the water behind you. 


Open your eyes every time you turn 
to inhale. 

If you -turn to the right side to 
inhale, reverse the entire process. 
It doesn’t matter which side you 
decide to turn to, some find the 
right natural and some the left. 
You must be certain however, that 
you turn your head only to one 
side then back in front, on each 
stroke. The majority turn the 
head toward the left side because 
they instinctively feel better co- 
ordination and support from the 
right under water drive which 
would support the inhaling posi- 
tion to the left. As you are strok- 
ing, it helps to keep repeating to 
yourself—side inhale, front exhale. 


eS = 

NOW YOU are ready to try to 
breathe with the full stroke. Push 
off in your kicking position. Pull 
one arm down through the water 
as practiced and exhale, as you 
swim across the pool. Start the 
other arm in accordance with the 
stroke and turn your head to the 
side at that moment to inhale. 
Keep the stroke moving as you 
did when practicing the arms and 
add to its timing your inhaling 
and exhaling. Try to take four 
strokes with four rhythmical 
breaths before standing to try 
again. Take more if you can. 


The first few attempts will be 
very confusing perhaps but keep 
trying until you succeed in getting 
a couple of good breaths, in good 
timing, on the way across. After 
the mechanical picture has been 
worked out, stop and analyze the 
logic of it. Note that when you 
turn to inhale, that side is elear 
because that arm is straight behind 
you. It is not throwing water in 
your face, and it is in position for 
the proper balance of the body 
while inhaling. 

Note that the opposite arm is

pulling downward through the wa- 
ter when you turn to inhale, thus 
giving you support, or something 
to rest on in order to turn with 
ease, yet continue to move. Note 
that because your head must turn 
to inhale and exhale in timing 
with your stroke, it is wisdom to 
keep that timing slow enough to 
give you a chance to breathe easily, 
depending on what your personal 
problem may be «during the ef- 
forts. 

Some have difficulty taking the 
air in and need more time, others 
cannot breathe out quickly under 
water. Find your own adjustment 
to the problem without sacrific- 
ing too much of the perfection of 
the timing you used when you were 
not turning to breathe. 

Up to this point, you have been 
holding the breath while you per- 
fected the stroke itself. Now it is 
a process of unlearning slightly, in 
order to be able to exhale. Some 
strike a mental hazard here and 


feel that they will sink if the 
breath is allowed to leave the 
lungs. 


The motion of the body going, 
through the water, together with 
the short time required to exhale 
before you replenish the lungs with 
air, takes care of the buoyancy 
just the same. 

If you still entertain any doubts 
of this and feel you might sink 
because you have exhaled, try this. 
Take your breath and go into your 
float. Start to exhale as quick- 
ly as you can and note how long it 
takes before the body starts to 
slowly sink from lack of air in 
the lungs. You will find that it 
takes a lot longer than the short 
period of three counts which you 
are allowing yourself to exhale in 
before taking a fresh breath.

not considered biased when I 
answer in favor of the Culbertson 
Convention. Actually, I recognized 
that the Blackwood had considera- 
ble merit and proved that recogni- 
tion by incorporating it in the 
Culbertson system as an optional 
slam convention. Nevertheless, I 
am firmly conviced that the Cul- 
bertson 4-5 No Trump has features 
which are not equaled or argply re- 
placed in the Blackwood. Consider 
a hand such as the following:

Let us consider these hands from 
the point of view of both the Cul- 
bertson and Blackwood conventions. 
The first round of bidding undoubt- 
edly would go the same, that is, 
one heart by South with a double 
raise by North. Now, a South play- 
er using the Culbertson convention 
is able to make a brilliant prepara- 
tory bid. It will be observed that 
since the heart suit has been set as 
trumps, there is absolutely no need 
for, nor purpose in mentioning the 
spade suit. South can learn noth- 
ing of value by making a three 
spade bid. The four club bid is se- 
lected deliberately in order to make 
clubs “a bid suit.” According to 
South’s expectations, North merely 
responds with four hearts and now 
the shrewdness of the four club bid 
becomes apparent; South’s conven- 
tional four no trump bid will show 
North three aces, just what South 
wants to show, if North holds the 
kings of hearts and clubs. And, if 
North does not hold those two spe- 
cific cards, South does not want to 
be at a grand slam. The great dan- 
ger from South’s point of view is 
that North’s hand was something 
like @x, 9Q 10 9 8 @A K x x, 
&K x x x. It will be observed that 
this is a better hand than the one 
in the above diagram, but with the 
heart king missing, a grand slam 
would be a horrible bid. The king’ 
of diamonds is completely super- 
ficial. With the Culbertson conven- 
tion, however, when South bids four 
no trump, North, holding one ace 
and the kings of all bid suits, makes 
the automatic response of five no 
trump, and now the picture is cry- 
stal clear to South. He can count 
on the heart and club kings and the 
diamond ace, and he knows that 
North can hold no fewer than four 
hearts for his original double raise. 
Using the Blackwood, South can 
easily discover that North holds a 
missing ace and then can ask for 
kings by bidding five no trump. But 
when North shows two kings (by 
bidding six hearts over five no 
trump) South must make a wild 
guess as to whether one of those 
kings is in the trump suit where it 
will be so vital to a grand slam.
